EFFECT TO BE GREAT 


(Special to the Moniter) 

PARIS, France—An incident that has 
just occurred at the Elysee has created 
immense surprise in Frenen political 
circles and is highly typical of the ver- 
satility and resourcefulness of the 
French President. Taking advantage otf 
the crisis that had arisen through the 
acts of insubordination in the army, 
M. Poincare sent for M. Clemenceau, 
his most implacable political foe. 

Upon the arrival of the latter at the 
Elysee the President plunged at once 
into the one question upon which they 
mre in aceord, viz., that of national de- 
fense, and asked his advice and co- 
operation in the matter. The very 
daringness of the President’s action is 
believed to have so taken M. Clemen- 
ceau by surprise that he rapidly suc- 
cumbed to the overtures of friendliness 
and the old political enmity became 
qyickiv a thing of the past. 
hi Clemenceau has made no public 
“ aecount of the details which took place 
at the interview, but in L'Homme Libre, 
a newly founded newspaper edited by 
him, there has appeared a powerful 
article advocating loetgetic action by 
the government in order to maintain dis- 
cipline in the army. 

It is believed that President Poincare 
gave M, Clemenceau at this interview 
an opportunity of inspecting a number 
of confidential reports relating to the 
various acts of insubordination at Toul, 
Belfort. Macon, Rodez and elsewhere. 
These furnished ample proof that the 
regrettable disturbances in the army 
were the result of political agitation, 
were designedly brought about by pro- 
fessional agitators and formed part of 
a deeply organized plot to create dis- 
satisfaction throughout the army. It, 
was gathered that further disturbances | 
were expected in even the capital itself, | 
and that the situation was one calling 
for the united action of all patriotic 
Frenchmen. M. Clemenceau’s support of | 
the government on this question Was | 
definitely given. ' 

This reconciliation, which was not 
only unexpected but seemingly impossi- 
ble, is calculated to have the most far 
reaching effects in French politics. It} 
‘will probably result in M. Clemenceau’s | 
‘joining the government at some date 
mot far remote. This would be likely 
‘to lead to the adjustment of acute dif- 
ferences and make it possible to carry 
‘through a practical reform bill and a) 
‘standing obstacle to the introduction of | 
‘the greatly needed legislative reform of | 
many labor and social questions § in 
France would thus be removed.

“black-birding” in the Pacific many out- 
rages were committed in taking native 
laborers from other islands to Fiji, and 
even after Fiji had become a British 
possession, and strenuous efforts had 
been made to regulate the traffic, seri- 
ous hardships were occasionally inflicted 
on the natives of certain ill-conditioned 
masters and men of ships engaged in 
the work of recruiting.

Stock Market Again Quiet and 


Irregular 


IRREGULAR AND > 
| QUIET MARKET 
AGAIN OBTAINS 


Traders Inclined to Move Cau- 
tiously After Yesterday's Big 
Upswing—New England Rail- 
road Issues Sell Off 


There Was a tendency among traders 
to move cautiously this morning. Prices 
of New York stocks reflected this cau- 


tious attitude. The buovant tone in evi- 


dence at the closing last night was not 
apparent at the opening this morning. 


However, there was no heavy selling 


pressure and the movement was irregu- 
lar. Business quieted down considerably. 
At the end of the first half hour prices 
were firmer. 

It was generally conceded that the up- 
swing yesterday was largely due to the 
covering of shorts. A little more confi- 
dence prevails on account of the better 
monetary outlook but far sighted traders 
contend that a bull market is some dis- 
tance off if it depends upon financial 
conditions. 

Weakness in New Haven and Boston 
& Maine was the feature of the local 
market. There was considerable selling 
of both of these securities. Some of the 
coppers were higher. Chino, Wolverine, 
Osceola, Isle Royale and Granby were in 
good demand. 

Stocks had a good rise in the forenoon 
trading but toward midday they began 
to weaken and early gains were wiped 
out. Amalgamated Copper opened up % 
at 65%, improved to 661% and at mid- 
day was selling below 65. American 
Smelting opened unchanged at 62, ad- 
vanced to 63 and declined wel] below the 
opening. 

Canadian Pacific opened off %4 at 21754, 
receded a point further, rose to 218% and 
then dropped nearly 3 points before mid- 
day. Reading opened up % at 155%, ad- 
vanced to 15642, and at midday was sell- 
ing around 155. Union Pacific opened un- 
changed at 143%, advanced to 155%, and 
dropped nearly 2 points during the first 
half of the session. Steel opened up % 
at 53°, advanced to 54 and declined more 
4 than a point. 

New Haven on the local exchange 
»pened off 5% at 101% and declined to 
‘#9'%, Boston & Maine opened off 1% at 
53, declined to 52'% and rose to 54 before 
again declining. Most of the coppers 
made good early gains but lost the ad- 
vances before midday. 

Stocks rallied again in the early after- 
noon and at the beginning of the last 
hour the trend was still upward.

base. The machine-like paraphernalia of the ‘Russian’ method” 1s 
spreading itself over the country from ‘frontier to frontier. Rus- 
sian Officials take the place of Finnish officials in everv ‘town and 
village. The courts are browbeaten and the Diet ignored. The 
constitution and fundamental laws thrown to the winds. Two new 
strategic railways are being hurriedly laid across the country to the 
Baltic. Finns-are being forbidden to buy land in the neighborhood 
of any of thermany fortressés which are springing up in all direc- 
tions, and thescountry as a whole is being steadily transformed into 
a vast military camp. Why? The question was answered in a 
sentence by a: writer in the Berlin Reichsbote some time ago when 
he said, “Russia aims at using a subjugated Finland as a basis for 
a further advance west.” It is this that causes Sweden to add to 
her naval stnength: that causes Norway to fortify her Lapland 
frontier: and has placed the King of Denmark admiral en suite of 
the German navy. 

All this were bad enough in itself, but there is at stake an even 
greater issue. One that does not perhaps make such an immediate 
appeal to the chancelleries, but Which calls loudly on the attention 
of the true statesman and sociologist in the highest sense of that 
much abused word. Ilinland stands for progress and Russia for 
stagnation. Finland in her aims and ideals, in art, in literature, in 
everything that goes to make up the really valuable in national life, 
is well in the van of European civilization. 4Xussia is centuries 
behind. ‘The Russifcation of Finland is a steady putting back of 
the hands of the clock, a dousing of the light of progress, and, 
where this is the concern, it is not a time tor my business or thi 
business, for it is the business of every one who loves liberty and 
human progress. In sucha pass it 1s indeed tor each and all, “\Vho 
touches my brother touches Tavanne.”

But that it is 
not an essential, that 1t does not insure the great good it is said to 
involve, is the growing conviction of a large number interested in 
the best training of vouth, against which the advocates of the gun 
find themselves, we believe, a diminishing minority. 

Attention is called to this propaganda by the appearance in 
newspapers in various sections of a “special feature’ in which a 
philanthropic business man ot New York, with a military title, sets 
out the claims of the gun-in-hand culture and concludes with a 
plea that the expense of installing guns in the public schools ought 
not to be borne by public-spiriged citizens like himself but should 
be assumed by national and state governments. [ven though the 
cause has diminishing appeal it deserves all the consideration due 
any project for educational progress. ‘The desirability of having 
men generally trained to shoot, on the assumption that some day 
there may be need ot their shooting, is of course the main conten- 
ion. There is an implication that the country that does not have 
A prevalent ability AMON its men to handle the rifle with effect shows 
some sort of helplessness. but quite as emphatic is the claim of 
benefit to the voung man in his general development and it is 
strongly shown that the bovs who qualify in the rifle contests are 
of necessity correct in their habits, or they tail. This is the sum 
ot the case. 

There is great opening for argument as to the public's advan 
tage in having sharpshooters tor citizens. There is the doubt as 
to whether it assures a more certain national defense, but setting 
that aside it is at best preparation tor a situation that there is only 
the remotest reason to expect. If it comes, there will be found to 
have been a preparation tor it in the common spirit of patriotism 
that has often enough shown its abilitv to make men good bearers 
of arms without technical training. lhe claim for the rifle as a 
producer of correct habits through the need of keeping. to training 
would have a force it now lacks if a certain other discovery had not 
been made and received an overwhelming acceptance—the discov- 
ery of athletics. 

The sports of the schools hardly need reinforcement by the 
addition of rifles. hey are not insufheient. They seem only to 
offer the problem of being held to their place and prevented from 
becoming too large an occupation of the time and the thought of 
the pupils. They are doing their splendid work of teaching vouth 
that physical condition depends on correctness of habits and holding 
up the incentive to good conduct of the prizes in the games. It is 
harking back to a day when military practise was the chief or the 
sole means of physical training to say that the implements of the 
ball game and the track need to give way in part or in whole to 
the tools of war. Beyond that les the broader question of the 
value of sport that carries no cultivation of the notfon of war- 
likeness, whose disappearance is the growing hope and the object 
of the growing training.

One ot 
the outcomes being those enormous plants wherein the most approved 
methods are used on such a scale as to make it impossible tor the 
little man to compete. When competition is stifled the prices 
usualiy ascend the scale. In the raising and the marketing of the 
vegetable, on the contrary, no great plant is required, nor 1s such 
peculiar skill demanded from the time the ground is prepared until 
the vegetable is in the hands of the consume 

The raising of the vegetable is so simple in tact and so interest- 
ing that it is not a very flattering commentary upon the intellect of 
man that he should quietly acquiesce in an arrangement that appears 
to please him as little as does the present price of meat when he 
has so simple a remedy within his reach. -\What does one suppose 
would happen if .\merica, or the United States, or any considerable 
portion of it, would curtail its consumption of meats, say one third? 
That whereas we ate meat three times a day suppose we cut it down 
to twice? Meat prices would surely go down. In addition, and 
as a sort of indication of good taith, suppose ail of us who could 
should go in for raising vegetables? Suppose every little patch of 
erass in our back and side vards were converted into a patch of 
vegetables, wouldnt it be a good indication to those engaged in the 
business of getting corners on foodstuff that the people had 
become aroused to their own interests and hereafter would permit 
nothing in excess of a legitimate profit ’ 

There’s no doubt this could be done and theres no doubt an 
appetite for vegetables may be acquired Just as easily as an appetite 
acquired tor meat. 

In most of the large cities-there are, or have been, restaurants 
which serve nothing but vegetables—vegetabies prepared in the 
form of roasts, steaks. chops and cutlets and affording illustration 
of the many wavs in which this kind of tood may be made to please. 
While the fact that such eating places are few and far between 
reemphasizes the fact that eating is largely a matter of taste, it 
does not by any means prove that taste cannot be directed away trom

The higher satisfaction in selecting state Howers seems to have 
eome from the selections made by the children, and possibly the 
states which have neglected the selection of a state flower so far 
can do no better than to let their children decide the question for 
them. All might easilv find themselves in possession of a floral 
emblem before fall. Massachusetts is one of these states. For 
twelve vears that commonwealth has experienced various degrees 
of interest in the matter. but nothing definite has been done. ‘To 
those who are concerned to have some definite action taken, in 
Massachusetts or elsewhere, we recommend turning the whole ques- 
tion over to the children for. action before the vear ends. So far 
as any such decision can satisfy all parties, we believe the children’s 
choice has never tailed to please. |
